Then the line down the middle of Salem 
street to the middle of Cabot, was changed 
by saying "the line down the middle of 
Salem and Market streets to the middle 
of Cabot. 


In Ward Five the change more particu- 


larly defines the points at Rogers street by 
the words ''opposite the central line of 
Concord street," and there is the same 
sort of a change at Lakeview avenue by 
the words "opposite the central lino of 
Fulton street." 


In Ward Seven the change was made so 


as to have it correspond with the changes 
made in Ward Two. 


Only minor changes are made in Ward 


Xine. 


The order said in conclusion. "Ana it 


is further ordered, that the vote of this 
convention at its last meeting making a 
new division of the city into nine wards, 
and the records of said meeting bo so 
amended as to incorporate therein the 
corrections enumerated in this order." 


The order was then adopted as read. 
An order was also adopted authorizing 


Alderman "Varnum to petition the legis- 
lature to ratify and confirm, the new di- 
vision of the city into wards.

There is a yard for the use of the men into 
which they can go from the recreation 
room. The rooms are all painted and the 
walls tinted. The floors are of hard wood 
and tlie rooms on the first story are fin- 
ished in northern pine. The inmates will 
have a separate attendant for their own 
department who will be responsible foe 
nothing else.

If 
it proves satisfactory the cars will be 
equipped with them.

have put in cheap fenders if It chose, but 
they are after one that will save lives. 


The company, Mr. Sullivan says, in- 
tends tc keep on experimenting till it gets 
a good fender. It is doing its utmost at 
present.

BOSTON, May 17.—Xever in tho history 


of the Roman Catholic church in Boston 
has there been such a service or o' cere- 
mony more Interesting than that on which 
the gothic arches of tho Holy Cross cathe- 
dral looked down yesterday. High offi- 
cials from all over the country were gath- 
ered to do .honor to Archbishop "Williams 
by celebrating with fitting display tho 
jubilee commemorating the completion ol 
his SOth year of service in the church. 


Of course, the archbishop himself vs"as 


the contra! figure, and as celebrant of the 
pontifical high mass he was clothed in 
golden robes and wore on his head tha 
pcnked archbishop's cap. Ou the richly 
draped throne at the gospel side of tho 
sanctuary, where the archbishop usually 
takes Ills position, was seated Cardinal 
Gibbons, whose eminence as the highest 
official present was marked by tho brilliant 
coloring of his robo and the small cardinal 
cap. 


A Scene or Splendor. 


On tho other side of. the sanctuary, 


seated on the delegate's seat between two 
white-robed chaplains, was the delegate 
from Pops Leo XIII himself, Archbishop 
Satolli; while on the right of the cardinal's 
throne, between him and the sanctuary 
rail, there were seated the 20 or more visit- 
ing archbishops and bishops, the rich pur- 
ple of thoir robes hnrmonizing finely with 
the deeper purple of the desks before 
them, and serving to set off the snowy 
whiteness of the robes of their priests in 
the benches behind. 


But little attempt was mode to enhanco 


the effect of tho scene with decorations, 
for, besides a display of beautiful lilies on 
the altar, only a few potted plants and 
palms were distributed about tho sanctu- 
ary. 


A Gift From the Pope. 


After the preliminary ceremonies, Arch- 


bishop do Gocsbriand passed from his 
place in the sanctuary down the aisle, pre 
ceded by a priest bearing a magnificent 
golden chalice, which had been brought 
from Rome, and which received the bless- 
ing of the p^pe ou Easter morning. Arch- 
bishop dc Gocsbriand made a short ad- 
dress, in whi'-H ho alluded to Archbishop 
"William's 50 years of service in the church 
and to his influence among his people in 
Boston, and then presented the chnlico to 
the archbishop in the name of the clergy 
of the province of Boston. 


Tho sermon was by Bt. Eev. Bishop 


Bradley, who took for his tcxb, "And the 
people were joyful in the sign, of the sanc- 
tuary." 


After tho sermon came tho completion 


of the celebration, in which Rev. Nicholas 
Walsh acted as deacon and Rev. Edward 
'Connolly as sub-deacon. Rev. Thomas J. 
MoCormack and Rev. Hugh O'Donnell 
were masters of ceremonies, and the as- 
sistant priest was Very Rev. "William 
Byrne. The music was given by an aug- 
mented chorus of 160 voices. 


The Evcniuff Ceremonies. 


The banquet hull was as densely crowded 


last night as the cathedral was during tho 
morning exercises. Tables were spread for 
1000 upon tho capacious floor of Music hall, 
while the galleries were crowded. 
Tha 


hall wag a bower of beauty, the tables 
being handsomely decorated with choica 
cut flowers, while the walls and ceilings 
were covered with bunting, interspersed 
with tho American flag? and draperies. 


"When Archbishop Williams arrived, a 


roar of applause burst from the audionce. 
It had but just subsided when it broke 
forth again as Mgr. Satolli and Cardinal 
Gibbons appeared". Governor Greenhalga 
was also heartily greeted.' Archbishop 
Williams took his place at the head of tho 
guest table, with Cardinal Gibbons and 
Governor Greenhalge on his right, and 
Irlgr. Satolli. Alderman Allen and Arch- 
bishop^ Corrigan on hie loft. The menu 
vas elaborate.. 


After the banquet, Father Kenan of 


Dorchester, who acted ns toastmastcr, 
opened tha exercises with a brief address, 
ending with an introduction of Ruv.

NEWARK, N. J., Mny 17.—The semi-cen- 


tennial of tho New Jersey Historical society 
was celebrated hero yesterday, and the so- 
ciety had us its guest of honor Benjamin 
Harrison. 


The most interesting feature of tho exer- 


cises was the presentation to General 
Harrlsou of 11 gold memorial. 
Tho medal 


was struck to commemorate the formation 
of tho constitutional government of tho 
United Stiilcs and the inauguration of 
George "VVaaluugton, April 30, 17S9. On 
one side is "Wnshington'a Lead, with tho 
words: 
""VV";ishingLou centennial medal; 


New Jersey Historical society, 178B; April 
15, 1789." ' On the other side are tho arms 
of the society and the words: "Above nil 
things hold dear your national union." 
Mr. Harrison gets tho lucdul because ho 
was president just 100 years after "Wash- 
ington was. 


The presentation speech was made by 


Dr. Austin Scott. The address of welcomo 
was delivered by Professor' ^Voodrow Wil- 
son. In reply, General Hardsou paid u 
high tribute io New Jersey for having been 
ouo of the states which stood Uniily by tha 
central government In its earlier days, and 
Dor giving way to other states when tho 
nation was in peril through disagreement. 


After the close of Ills address the ex- 


president left for New York, where he will 
remain two weeks. 


The republicans completed the redis-

A few days before tho redistrlctiug bill 


passed, the legislature passed an act pro- 
viding that the redivision of the cities of 
the commonwealth with the single excep- 
tion of Lowell should not take effect till 
next year so that there will then be no 
need of two checklists. 


Tho republicans of Lowell were so exer- 


cised with greed for a couple of ollices that 
they had a special act passed for their own 
purposes. 


Now they have it so muddled up that 


another act of the legislature is deemed 
necessary to make it applicable lo the next 
city election. 


They blundered at the first convention 
by imlescreel haste and now they have 
held another convention to undo much 
that wiis done.

Trcusnry Condition In 1803. 


The- inaccuracies which Governor Mc- 


Kiiiloy iudnlged. in in his recent Hart- 
ford speech continue to excite comment 
imd criticism. Among t.ho very glaring 
misstatcmeiits was that which alleged 
that tho Harrifon rulmiuistr;itiou at the 
close of its term of office "turned over 
to Mr. Cleveland's administration $124,- 
000,000 surplus." 


It is well kuown that on tho 20tli of 


Fcbrnnry, 1893, just 13 days before the 
expiration of President Harrison's term, 
the then secretary of the treasury, Mr. 
Cliiirles Foster, instructed tho chief of 
tho bureau of engraving and printing to 
prepare plates for tho issue of bonds to 
supply nn injpendiu^trea-siiry deficiency. 
Tho fact was first brought to notice by 
tho Kansas City Times and has since 
been widely published by tho loading 
newspapers of tho country. 


But that is not tho only evidence in 


contradiction of Governor McKinlcy's 
misstnteineiit of facts. 
On the 25th of 


February, 1893, only a week before the 
expiration of Harrison's term of office, 
Secretary of the Treasury Foster ap- 
peared, before a committee of congress 
and stated that "while there is no fear 
of a bankrupt treasury tho situation is 
one demanding serious consideration," 
and added that ho thought "there would 
bo n surplus of $17,000,000 on July 1, 
1803." 


There is an ancient but not commend- 


able code of morals which holds that 
"a lio well stuck to is as good as tho 
truth," but that was at a time when 
records were inaccessible. Governor Mc- 
Kinley, who is a last century statesman, 
seems still to adhere to that idea, but 
he's not likely to convince tho public in 
tho face of the 
facts.—KLiinsas City

There is unquestionably a remarkable 


revival of industry all over New Eng- 
land. Fall River has advanced the pay of 
operatives from 10 to 12 per cent, and oth- 
er ecu tera of tho textile industry have fol- 
lowed. This is only one phase of the re- 
vival. The shoe towns are doing a rusli- 
ing trade', and, in fact, there is increased 
activity from Maine to Rhode Island. 


The revival in the textile factories, 


marked by a general increase of wages, 
is most noticeable because most recent. 
The wage schedule in Fall River, which 
has gone into effect, affects about 25,- 
000 employees. 
Tho [ujrvanco in most 


cases ranges from 10 to 12 per cent, and 
this means an increase of from $15,000 
to $20,000 in the weekly pay rolls of 
tho city. 


In Providence and other parts of 


Rhodo Island tho manufacturers are 
coming back to tho rates that prevailed 
beforo 1893. Tho Weybosset Woolen 
mills of Olneyville have increased wages 
$1.05 per week, and the largest cotton 
manufacturers will undoubtedly follow 
the example of Fall River. 
Down in 


the Quiuuobogg valley notices of in- 
crease have been made, and 0,000 oper- 
atives are happily affected in western 
Rhodo Inland and eastern Connecticut 
mills. 


In Haverhill business is good, and 


wages will be increased just as soon as 
the local board of conciliation and ar- 
bitration can decide upon a scale. 


Tn YVcymouth tho shoeshops aro turn- 


ing out large amounts of goods, and 
some are so rushed with orders that they 
arc compelled to run holidays.—New 
York Mercury.

It is thcrci'oro claimcc 
that quinine is a malarial poison, drawn 
from the soil and stored up by this won- 
derful tree.

The men were at'.tlio base of.the wall on 


the sidewalk and could not possibly escape 
unless pei-htips lo the side of the gable, fell 
out as it seemed in imminent danger of 
doing. 


.-V SUN reporter was sent to see Manager 


Sullivan at 1..'JO p. m., to inquire if he 
would allow cars to continue running 
ihere. lie said that he had just ordered 
;he Prescott line cut off, the cars to take 
Central street and Merrimack instead. 


This was a wise precaution because the 


pedestrians who happened to come alon 
PrescoLt street would not venture to pass 
ven in tlie opposite side of 
Lhe street 


without running and at' the same time 
watching the treacherous 4vall. 


At 2 p.m., the police arrived on the 


scene and shut off all traffic. 


At that time about a dozen men were 


clinging to a scaffolding they had erected 
against the gable up as high as the eave. 
Had the wall given way they Vould have 
been utterly unable to escape. 


They-were in imminent peril of Iosin5 
their lives, but still they worked hard and 
with their shouts to one another would 
remind one of a lot of sailors in the rigging 
of a ship in a sLorin. 


The wall is beinz; propped up by logs 


until iron braces can be put in, or until it 
can be taken down. Only prompt action 
prevented it from falling perhaps on a 
crowd of mill people or on an electric car. 
The house is stocked with bales of cot- 


ton, and the pressure of these against the 
upper part of the wall caused it to s 
and bulge out.' 


Inspector John F. ilurphy was notified 


and ordered the company to remove the 
bales of cotton and rim iron rods with large 
washers to brace the wall or elae tear it 
down.

It ia stated that 
the Spanish minister of colonial affairs 
has approved the plan, uncl it will bo put 
Into execution nt an early day. It was by 
such jncjana tliiit General Campos brought 
the former rebellion to an cud. 


On Feb. 10, 1878, Campos issued n, pro- 


posal of reforms, embracing eight articles, 
including amnesty to all who had borne 
arms, surrender of 1.ho rebel bands in pri- 
vate;, where they would not be subject to 
humiliation, liberation of the slaves, a rc- 
form of the frovcrnmcut, giving the same 
privileges tilrondy enjoyed by Porto Bico, 
and release of all prisoners. 


This was nuecptetl by the rebels, and the 


uprising, which, had lasted 10 ycaro, was 
closed. 
General Campos was, given the 


najno of "The Pauifleutor," which has 
since been applied to him, Spain was 
slow, however, in carrying out the prom- 
ised plnu of reform, and it is claimed that 
some of the promises were never kept.

Stimulated the Present Outbreak. 


It is said that an offer o£ settlement at 


tho present time in order to be acceptable 
to the rebel leaders would have to include 
autonomy, or home rule for Cuba, expendi- 
ture of income from Cuban taxes on in- 
ternal improvements instead of foi- Span- 
ish war and naval expenses, amnesty to 
all engaged in the present uprising, and 
the full execution of. reforms promised In 
1H78. 


A few months ago tho Queen Bcgcnt of 


Spain assented to a plan by which a cer- 
tain approach to home rule was granted to 
Cuba, bub the rebellion broko out, and 
Spain thereupon suspended the reforms 
she was about to grant. It is said these 
uow will be put into operation as a, part of 
the plan of settlement. 


Tho conservative classes of Cuba arc 


said to be anxious for such a settlement, 
and tho radical clement, it is thought, is 
too much reduced by defeats to lose the 
opportunity of un honorable peace, assur- 
ing their personal'safety. 


The 
scheme proposed would secure 


Spain's continued sovereignty over Cuba, 
and yet would give the island a colonial 
form of government.

The bill contains no instruction to the 


board of registrars to provide a checklist 
on new waril lines for Che next city elec- 
tion. Il does provide however that the 
next state election in this city shall be 
conducted on tho old ward lines but that 
would have taken place without an act 
of the legislature. 


A few days before the redistricting bill 


passed, the legislature passed an act pro- 
viding that the redivision of the cities of 
the commonwealth with the single excep- 
tion of Lowell should not take effect 
till 


next year so that there will then be no 
need of two checklists. 


The republicans of Lowell were so exer- 


cised with greed for a. couple of oilices tliat 
they had a special act passed for their own 
purposes. 


Now they have it so muddled up that 


another act of the legislature is deemed 
necessary to make it applicable to the next 
city election. 


They blundered at the first convention 


by indescreet haste and now they have 
held another convention to undo much 
that was done. 


Thii last redivision we are told is legal 


but, nevertheless, they want the legisla- 
ture to ratify it in order to make it doubly 
sure. 


What the legislature should do is to put 


the matter over lill next year. 


Let the redivision of Lowell take effect 


at the same time the redivision of other 
cities of the commonwealth goes into ef-

Tho inaccuracies which Governor Mc- 


Kiiilcy indulged ia in liia recent Hart- 
ford speech continno to excite comment 
and criticism. Among tho very gliiriug 
misstuteinenta was that -which alleged 
that tho Harri.son administration at the 
closo of its term of offlco "turned over 
to Mr. Cleveland's administration $124,- 
000,000 surplna." 


It ig well knovm that on the 20th of 


February, 1893, jnsfc 18 days before the 
efrpirntion of President Harrison's tonn, 
tho then secretary of the treasury, Mr. 
Chnrlos Foster, instructed the chief of 
the bui-can of engraving and printing to 
prepare plates for the issue of bonds to 
supply ;in impcindin^treasury deficiency. 
Tho fact was first brought to notice by 
the Kansas City Times and has since 
been widely published by the leading 
newspapers of tho ootintry. 


But that is not tho only evidence in 


contradiction of Governor McKinley's 
misstatemenb of facts. On the 25th of 
February, 1893, only a week before the 
expiration of Harrison's term of office,

There Is Nothing the Jlnttor With the 


Democratic Tariff. 


There is unquestionably a remarkable 


revival of industry all over New Eng- 
.aud. Fall River has advanced the pay of 
operatives from 10 to 12 per cen t, and oth- 
er ceu tens of tho textile industry have f ol- 
lowed. This is only one phase of the re- 
vival. The shoo towns are doing a rush- 
ing trade, ;md, in fact, there is increased 
activity from Maine to Rhode Island. 


Tho revival in tho textile factories, 


marked by a general increase of wages, 
is most noticeable because most recent. 
The wage schedule in Fall Eiver, which 
has gone into effect, affects about 25,- 
000 employees. 
The aiti-auce in most 


cases ranges from 10 to 12 per cent, and 
this means an increase of from $10,000 
to $20,000 in the weekly pay rolls of 
tho city. 


In Providence and other parts of 


Rhode Island the manufacturers are 
coming back to the raLcs that prevailed 
before 1893. 
Tho Weybosset Woolen 


mills of Olueyvillo have increased wages 
$1.05 per week, and the largest cotton 
manufacturer.^ will undoubtedly follow 
the example of Fall River. 
Down in 


tho Quiimebogg valley notices of in- 
crease have been made, and 6,000 oper- 
atives ore happily affected in western 
Rhode Island and eastern Connecticut 
mills. 


In Haverhill business is good, and 


\vages will be increased just as soon, as 
tho local board of conciliation and ar- 
bitration can decide upon a scale. 


In Wcymouth the shoeshops are turn- 


ing out large amounts of goods, and 
some are so rushed with orders that they 
are compelled to run holidays.—New 
York Mercury. 


How to 3Inke CrontoDa. 


To make croutons butter a slice of 


evenly cut brsad. Divide it into cubes 
that will bo one-third of an inch on a 
side. This wi'l uecessitato cutting the 
slice of brend exactly a third of an inch 
thick. 
Place these little cubes on a tin 


plate or shallow dish and put the fliah 
on the grato in a moderate oven for 15 
minutes. 
When done, they should bo 


light golden brown throughout, crisp 
and brittle. Sometimes cubes of bread 
uro fried in fat to resemble croutons, 
but unless done by a skillful hand they 
lack the delicate flavor of those which 
are buttered and browned in an oven. 


"Sweated" Clothing. 


Deputy Factory Inspector John Franey 


of Now York says that all but 15 of the 
335 wholesale clothing manufacturers 
in New York city have their goods niada 
up in sweatrrhops, and the goods gener- 
ally lie for some time in the rooms oc- 
cupied night and day by the sweaters. 
Since tho passage of the factory law 
about 1C,000 sweaters have been driven 
out of New York, and complaints were 
received from the New Jersey inspectors 
saying that their law was not adequate 
.to cone with them.

CONSTANTISOPLB, May 17. — The not* 


presented to the sultan by the represents 
rives of the powers, respecting reforms in 
Armenia, comprises 25 closely written 
quarto pages. Among the measures pre- 
liminary to the Teforms, the note demands 
the appointment of a, high commissioner, 
general amnesty for and release of all po- 
litical prisoners, the revision of ', certain 
judgments and the appointment ot a com' 
piission to sit at Constantinople, charged 
with the surveillance and application ol 
tho reforms, and working In concert >vltl 
the high commission previously referred to 


The principal reforms damanded are that 


the governors and vice governors of Van. 
Erzeroun, Slvas, Bltlls, Kharput and Tro 
bizonde b<i Christian or Mussulman, ac 
cording to how the population of thes« 
places is divided. In any case, tho gov 
ernor or vice governor la to "be a Christian 
Tho note also suggests that such official! 
should first be 


ApproYed"by tlie Powers. 


In regard to the finances, all tho taxes 


aro to be collected by tho local and not bj 
state officials, and enough is to "be retained 
before the money is forwarded to Constan- 
tinople to defray the cost of local ad- 
ministration. This is the exact opposite 
to the present system, by which taxes are 
first sent to Constantinople, from vrlilcli 
city but little money returns to Armenia 


The judicial reforms proposed by tht 


powers make radical changes in the pres- 
ent system, ensure proper trials, the sur 
velllance of prisons and the total abolition 
of torture. The gendarmerie, or police 
Is to be composed equally of Turks anc 
Christians, and the latter and Kurds are 
Btlll to be retained in the notorious noma- 
dian cavalry, but they are not to be al- 
lowed to have arms, except during drill 
Finally, the government is asked to revoks 
tha law against 


Compulsory Conversion to Islam. 


In many circles here it is contended thai 


the foregoing reforms are quite inadequate 
and that the abuses coinpliuued of by tha 
Armenians will soon recommence. 


The sultan read tho note of the powers 


attentively, and Ills reception of it 
not unfavorable. It is understood that he 
recognized that the proposals do not com 
promise his sovereign rights or dignity. 


He has had several conferences with 


various ambassadors, and in an audience 
with Baron Calice, the Australian am 
basaador, the latter strongly urged tha 
sultan to acquiesce with the demands o 
the powers. The sultan wns not offended 
and sent him a valuable present. He ap 
poared to count upon the moral support ol 
Emperor "William of Germany, to whom 
he has sent an autograph letter by Ber 
tram JMcndi, under secretary of the bu 
reau of indirect taxation.
